I was  able  to  take  a look  at  this  on  Tuesday  after  receiving  your  email.  The  petition  did  appear  valid  after 
I made  some  calls  to  clear  up  some  of  the  properties.  I just  gave  it  to  Jeannie  today  for  the  final  review. 

Once  she  approves  the  Traffic  Control  Report  (authorizing  the  work  to  be  done)  and  the  work  orders 
(telling  the  crews  which  signs  to  install)  I generally  estimate  6-8  weeks  for  installation.  However  recently 
I've  had  signs  go  up  within  a week  or  two.
